WASHINGTON — Moments before a mob of 
President Donald Trump’s supporters stormed the 
Capitol, Sen. Ted Cruz was on the Senate floor 
warning that “democracy is in crisis” as he object- 
ed to counting Arizona’s Electoral College votes. 

Both the House and Senate were evacuated as 
protesters forced their way into both chambers, 
breaking windows along the way. 

Tear gas was deployed and at least one person 
was shot and killed by law enforcement inside the 
Capitol. 

In his speech to the Senate, Cruz had urged his 
colleagues on “both sides” to calm down as he ar- 
gued for delaying the certification of President- 
elect Joe Biden’s win, calling for an “emergency au- 
dit” of the results based on debunked allegations 


WASHINGTON - Locking arms in a rare show 
of unity, Congress moved late Wednesday toward 
confirming President-elect Joe Biden’s victory af- 
ter a mob President Donald Trump’s loyalists 
stormed and occupied the Capitol. 

They disrupted the final electoral count in a 
shocking display of violence that left a woman 
dead and shook the core of American democracy.
